o ffice o f S. S. Parr, Superintendanto f 
the city scho o ls, in the High scho o l 
building o f that city o n Wednesday , 
May Pith, 1897, between the ho urs o f 
9:30 a. m. and 5 ¿10 p. m., fo r the 
purpo se o f designating a candidate 
fo r the appo intment as cadet o f the 
(Jnited States Military Academy at 
West Po int, fro m this co ngressio nal 
district, and also fo r the purpo se o f 
designating 
an 
alternate 
to 
be 
appo inted in case the party no minat­ 
ed fo r cadetship shall fail either to 
repo rt at the pro per time o r pass the 
co mmencement examinatio n at the 
military academy . 
The y o ung man passing the best 
examinatio n, mental 
and phy sical, 
will be no minated fo r the cadetship 
and the o ne patting seco nd examina­ 
tio n will be no minated as alternate. 
The age o f admissio n fo r the cadets 
to the Academy is between 17 and 22 
y ears. 
The candidates must be un­ 
married. at least five feet in height, 
j'ree fro m any infectio us o r immo ral 
diso rder, and generally free fro m any 
defo rmity , disease o r infirmity which 
may render them unfit fo r military 
service. 
They must be well verssd in 
reading; in writing, including o rtho ­ 
graphy ; in arithmetic; have a kno w­ 
ledge o f the elements o f the English 
grammar; o f descriptive geo graphy 
(particularly o f o ar o wn co untry ); 
and o f the histo ry o f the Uuited 
States. 
The successful candidates will no t 
be required to repo rt at the Academy 
fo r abo ut o ne y ear after their no mina­ 
tio n and therefo re the examinatio n 
will be o pen to all vo uug men between 
the ages o f 16 and 21 y ears and who 
are actual and permanent residents 
o f the district. 
The alternate must 
be willing to repo rt and be examined 
at the same time as the regular 
no minee at the Military Academy .

River fo r $24,000. 
A pay ment cf $2, 
000 was made y esterday , ano ther o f 
$4,000 will be made in sixty day s, and 
the balauce is due in fo ur mo nths. It 
is the intentio n o f the purchasers to 
pro ceed with the wo rk o f develo p 
rnent, as so o q as po ssible, eno ugh 
pro spectiug having been do ne 
to 
satisfy them o f the existence o f a bo dy 
o f o re sufficient iu quantity and rich 
eno ugh in go ld to make mi mug very 
pro fitable. 
Mr. Seely e has a large 
amo unt o f o ther ho ldings, which he 
believes to be rich iu mineral, and it 
ia his mtentio n to develo p so me o f it 
o n his o wn ao o o unt. 
He left y ester­ 
day fo r To ro nto , to co nfer with a 
uumber o f capitalists there, who are 
beco ming interested iq the new go ld 
fields. 
Mr Seely e, who spent co nsiderable 
time alo ng the bo rder separating St. 
Lo uis co unty fro m Canada had a 
splendid o ppo rtunity 
in filling his 
survey ing co ntracts with the go vern­ 
ment to beco me well info rmed as to 
the reso urces o f the co untry , and as 
ae had had a great deal o f ex|)erieuce 
in go ld m m irg camj« , he was quick 
to detect the evidence o f rich depo sits, 
in the co untry where such rich mines 
have since been develo ped.

W. E. Seelya left here the middle 
of last waek to go to Duluth, where 
ho told o Dispatch representative he 
had been summoned by parties who 
desired to purchase some or his hold­ 
ings in tho Rainy Lake country. 
Tha sale has evidently been made ac­ 
cording to tha following from the 
Duluth Herald, and he has received 
a price that will make bim inde­ 
pendent for life. The Herald says: 
W. E. Seelye, of Brainerd, who baa 
for a couple of years been quietly ac­ 
quiring interests in the Seine River 
sod Rainy Lake country, yesterday 
dosed a deal with a syndicate of 
Dal nth and Now York men, whose 
names cannot be given to the poblie, 
for the sale of the property rn Seine 
River for $24,000. A payment cf $2,- 
000 wan mad# yesterday, another of 
$4,000 will be made in sixty days, and 
the balance is doe in fonr months. It 
is the intention of the purchasers to 
proceed with the work of develop­ 
ment, as soon as possible, enough 
prospecting having been done to 
satisfy them of the existence of a body 
of ore sufficient in quantity and rich 
enongb in gold to make mining very 
profitable. 
Mr. Seelye bas a large 
amount of other holdings, which he 
believes to be rich in mineral, and it 
is his intention to develop some of it 
on his own account. He left yester­ 
day for Toronto, to confer with a 
number of capitalists there, who are 
becoming interested in the new gold 
fields. 
Mr Seelye, who spent considerable 
time along the border separating St. 
Louis county from Canada bad a 
splendid opportunity in filling bis 
surveying contracts with the govern­ 
ment to become well informed as. to 
the resources of the country, and as 
he had had a great deal of experience 
in gold minipg camps, he was quick 
to detect the evidence of rich deposits, 
in the country where such rich mines 
have since been developed. 
He con­ 
fidently predicts that before the close 
of the year the importance of the 
mineral discoveries there will be fully 
appreciated by the people thronghout 
the Uoited States and Canada, and 
that the rash will be much greater by 
next fall than the most sanguine of 
the gold boomer now anticipate.

boxes but when a new contract was to 
be made, near the close of his term , he 
did not think he would be Justified in 
im posing the additional expense on the 
incom ing adm inistration. 
In connec­ 
tion with this m a tte r an interesting 
story Is told by a m an in this city, who 
has had for some tim e business rela­ 
tion 
w ith the postoffice d epartm ent. 
T he incident took place in the tim e of 
a form er postm aster-general, and in 
his office. 
T his is the way the tale 
runs, as narrated by the New Y orker: 
“ I was in the office of the postm aster- 
general. as was also another m an who 
had some interest in the then existing 
contract for letter boxes, and In urging 
the advantages of using steel for tha t 
purpose I told them tha t it was an 
exceedingly 
easy 
thing to open the 
boxes in use and extract 
the 
mall. 
‘Why,* said I, ‘I can open one of tho» e 
boxes and take everything out of It 
In four m inutes by the w atch.' 
Of 
course, they were Incredulous, and the 
other m an offered to bet 
$ 100 tha t it 
wouldn't be done. 
I refused to bet, but 
It was arrang ed tha t the trial should 
be m ade rig ht in the office. 
I w ent 
dow nstairs to m ake my preparations. 
They consisted ln g etting a fairly heavy 
piece of Iron and a block of pine wood, 
both of which I could easily carry in 
my coat pockets w ithout a ttra c ting a t ­ 
tention. 
In the m eantim e they fixed 
up a box, put a lot of stuff in It and 
put on a lock. 
T hen they w ent out of 
the room and locked the door. 
At the 
end of four m inutes they cam e in w ith 
a triu m pha nt air. 
I was sitting In the 
postm aster-gcneral's 
chair, 
quietly 
whistling. 
T he box lay on the floor 
and alongsitle of it lay ail the m ail' 
they had put in it. 
T he head of the 
d epartm ent looked dum founded. 
The 
other m an fairly turned pale. 
'How 
did you do it?’ they asked as soon as 
they 
recovered from their 
a stonish­ 
ment. 
I waited long enough for them 
to become im patient. T hen I lifted the 
box anti turned It over, show ing the 
back had 
been broken ln. 
As soon 
as they went out of the room I took 
the box on my lap, laying the front 
down. 
T hen 1 took out my block and 
piece of iron and, w ith a single blow, 
which did not m ake noise enough for 
them to hear it in the next room, broke 
open the box anibrem oved the contents. 
T he whole operation did not tak e half 
the tim e I had asked for. 
T he post­ 
m aster-general 
was 
convinced 
a fter 
tha t tha t It was not w orth while to 
spend large sum s of m oney in provid­ 
ing letter boxes with expensive locks, 
•when they could be so easily broken 
into if one w ished to get a t their con­ 
tents. 
Of course, It m ay be said tha t 
no thief would und ertak e such a Job 
on the streets of a city, with the chance 
tha t a policeman m ight hear the blow. 
B ut a m an with a ’pal* m ight easily 
avoid the danger of detection a t an 
early Hour in the m orning, for only 
a light blow is required, the back of 
the letter box being very thin—hardly 
thic k er than sheet iron.” 
Inquiry at 
the postoffice showed tha t no a ttention 
had been given to the question of steel 
letter boxes and tha t the m a tte r had 
never been brought to the notice of 
the officials by the W ashing ton a u thor­ 
ities. 
Several years ago there were a 
nu m ber of boxes on the extrem e west 
Etde of the city robbed by being broken 
but such thing s are rare. 
T he official 
giving the inform ation said that, in 
his opinion, few thieves would tak e 
the risk of the noise involved In this 
operation when there was no certainty 
that a nything of value would be found 
in the box; at least, this would be the 
case in the settled pa rts of the city, 
while In the ou ts k irts the chances of 
letters of value being found would be 
exceedingly slim. 
As a m atter of fact, 
some postm asters instru ct their mail 
collectors that, if a lock is out of or­ 
der and a box cannot be opened in the 
reg ular way, it is the m an's duty to 
get a ham m er or a paving stone and 
break it open, and. after getting the 
mail, report the fact to the station at 
once, so tha t the broken box can be re­ 
placed. 
It Is obvious tha t a steel box 
would be less am enable to this process 
tha n an iron one.

Disease Lies In Walt for the Child 
from Birth. 
Parental Ignorance, general ignor­ 
ance that there is even an alphabet of 
nutrition, Is black with heathenism, 
says the Chautauqua^ There is not 
even a hazy idea that digestion is 
chemistry, with its exactions and its 
moral, mental and physical conditions, 
that there Is a hunger of disease that 
food never satisfies, and that there is 
a starvation from overfeeding that has 
in its wake disease, moral and intel­ 
lectual wreckage and death. The evil 
works begins in the nursery, where 
there is no limit to the feedings or re­ 
sulting end to the woes of restlessness, 
fretfulness, disease and death. There 
are no human lives that can be made 
so perfectly peaceful as infantile lives, 
and yet lf the end of the first year is 
reached with apparent health it will be 
due to an inherent strength of con­ 
stitution. The first step in etrery dis­ 
ease is the first morsel of food that 
fails to be fully digested. This re­ 
sults in an instant loss of general tone, 
with weak parts most affected. The 
vessels enlarge, with resulting strang­ 
ling pressure between the structures 
and in time a morbid condition called 
disease is reached, to be named, ac­ 
cording to locality and character, as 
bronchial catarrh, asthma, rheumatism 
eczema, etc. They all have a clearly 
ascertainable evolutionary history that 
does not involve a germ theory of 
origin or a germ treatment of relief, 
and bt is barely possible that this is 
true of acute diseases to a larger ex­ 
tent than Is generally believed. Every 
age has had its specifics, its special 
dispensations, whereby old disea«e-ac- 
counts under a high pressure for im 
mediate settlement are to be abolished 
by miracles or through remission 
rather than expiation. That will be 
the golden age of living In which the 
causes of disease will be met at their 
very inception by a paralysing specific 
and life made continuously happy 
through “salvation by grace” only.

Increase of population, It Is estimated 
that the contractor whose bid Is accept 
ed will be called on to supply 400,000 or 
600,000 before 1901. says the New York 
Tribune. The boxes in ordinary use ara 
made of a cheap quality of iron. Thera 
ara three sizes. It may not be gen­ 
erally known that a letter box Is a 
patent affair. That Is the fact; so, too, 
some of the improvements recently 
made ara covered by separate patonts. 
In such a case the patentee, or the 
owner of the patent, assigns his rights 
to the government for the time the 
contract is to run. In addition to the 
bids received for iron boxes, soma pro­ 
posals for steel boxes were put to, and 
it Is said that steel boxes can now be 
obtained at a lower price than was paid 
for iron ones under the contract soon 
to terminate. The advantages of the 
former, it is asserted, ara that they 
would prove more durable, and that 
It would be less easy tor thieves to 
break them open. When Mr. Wane 
maker was at the head of the poet 
office department he waa favorably im­ 
pressed with the Idea of using steel 
boxes but when a new contract was to 
be made, near the close of his term, he 
did not think he would he justified In 
imposing the additional expense on the 
incoming administration. In connec­ 
tion with this matter an interesting 
story is told by a man in this city, who 
has had for some time business rela­ 
tion with the postoffice department. 
The incident took place to the time of 
a former postmaster-general, and in 
his office. This is the way the tale 
runs, as narrated by the New Yorker: 
“I waa in the office of the postmaster- 
general, as was also another man who 
had some interest in the then existing 
contract for letter boxes, and to urging 
the advantages of using steel for that 
purpose I told them that it waa an 
exceedingly easy thing to open the 
boxes to nae and extract the malt 
‘Why,’ said I, ‘I can open one of thoee 
boxes and take everything out of It 
to four minutes by the watch.’ 
Of 
course, they were incredulous, and the 
other man offered to bet $100 that it 
wouldn’t be done. I refused to bet, but 
it was arranged that the trial should 
be made right in the office. I went 
downstairs to make my preparations 
They consisted to getting a fairly heavy 
piece of iron and a block of pine wood, 
both of which I could easily carry in 
my coat pockets without attracting at­ 
tention. In the meantime they fixed 
up a box, put a lot of stuff to It and 
put on a lock. Then they went out of 
the room and locked the door. At the 
end of four minutes they came in with 
a triumphant air. I was sitting in the 
postmaster-gcnerars 
chair, 
quietly 
whistling. The box lay on the floor 
and alongside of it lay all the ‘mail* 
they had put to it. The head of the 
department looked dumfounded. 
The 
other man fairly turned pale. ‘How 
did you do it?’ they asked as soon as 
they recovered from their astonish­ 
ment. I waited long enough for them 
to become impatient Then I lifted the 
box and turned it over, showing the 
hack had been broken in. As soon 
as they went out of the room I took 
the box on my lap, laying the front 
down. Then I took out my block and 
piece of iron and, with a single blow, 
which did not make noise enough for 
them to hear it in the next room, broke 
open the box and*removed the contents. 
The whole operation did not take half 
the time I had asked for. The post- 
master-general was convinced after 
that that it was not worth while to 
spend large sums of money to provid 
ing.letter boxes with expensive locks, 
Vhen they could be so easily broken 
into if one wished to get at their con 
tents. Of course, It may be said that 
no thief would undertake such a job 
on the streets of a city, with the chance 
that a policeman might hear the blow. 
But a man with a 'pal’ might easily 
avoid the danger of detection at an 
early bour in the morning, for only 
a light blow is required, the back of 
the letter box being very thin—hardly 
thicker than sheet Iron.” Inquiry at 
the postoffice showed that no attention 
bad been given to the question of steel 
letter boxes and that the matter had 
never been brought to the notice of 
the officials by the Washington author­ 
ities. Several years ago there were a 
number of boxes on the extreme west 
side of the city robbed by being broken 
but such things are rare. 
The official 
giving the information said that, in 
his opinion, few thieves would take 
the risk of the noise involved to this 
operation when there was no certainty 
that anything of value would be found 
in the box; at least, this would be the 
case in the settled parts of the city, 
while to the outskirts the chances ot 
letters of value being found would be 
exceedingly slim. As a matter of toot, 
some postmasters instruct their mail 
collectors that, lf a lock Is out of or­ 
der and a box cannot be opened to the 
regular way, it is the man’s duty to 
get a hammer or a paving stone and 
break it open, and, after getting the 
mail, report the fact to the station at 
once, so that the broken box can be re­ 
placed. It is obvious that a steel box 
would be less amenable to this process 
than an iron one.
